MADRID — Six Basque 
nationalists under sentence of 
death have spumed clemency 
and expressed a desire to die 
for the dignity of man and the 
liberty of their native land, a 
Basque spokesman said Tues¬ 
day.

OTTAWA fCP) - Testing of 
all imported fish has resulted 
in six lota of tinned tuna 
being barred from tile retail 
market because of mercury 
contamination, health author¬ 
ities said Tuesday. 

All were imported, either 
frozen for canning here or 
from Japanese or Cuban 
canners. 

Conflicting news reporta 
from Ottawa indicated do¬ 
mestic tuna was also in¬ 
volved. but this could nqt be 
confirmed 


A spokesman for the fed¬ 
eral fisheries department in¬ 
spection division in Vancouver 
elaborated on the official 
statement by explaining that 
altiiougb it might be possible 
some contaminated tuna 
could be on retail shelves 
now. it would not be a safety 
hazard. 

"In the first place,” ha 
said, "the standards were set 
based on tlie assumption that 
a person would be eating a 
very large amount of tuna, as 
in Japan where fish and rice 
hums the diet of many 
people.

THE I .AW of the land ha# been eroded by 
politician# and lawyers. It has become 
weighted in favor of the criminal, il has lied 
the hands of law enforcement. Those 
espousing liberal thinking applaud, but the 
guy in the street, the little man, watches

Politician# did it again last week They 
wqnt against the express law of the land, 
against the wishes of thoge who put them in 
office.

Well, they finally got around to 
abolishing the death penalty, except for those 
v‘hn killed police officers or prison guards. 
This appendage would supposedly give these 
men of the law a little more protection and, 
dammit all. it might just have, except for the 
wishy-washy members of cabinel 

In other words, friends, that liw isn’t 
worth the paper it’s written on. It has been 
negated, thrown >n the wastebasket by the 
very men and women who out it on the txiofcs 
in the first place Our si elute books must be 
filled with auch laws that are being ignored 
fur one reason or another.

JTSQUIMALT COUNCIL’S PROTEST again* the 
1 • election of school tiustees from the Greater 
Victoria district at large, a practice inaugurated 
this year, is based presumably on the thought that 
the municipality is no longer represented on the 
board. Another way of looking at it, however, is 
that all the people of the district are equally 
represented, or will be after the next election when 
the new eyetem will take complete effec t 

There were two good reasons for the change 
to elections at large. 

One was unequal representation. Three 
trustees were elected from Victoria, three from the 
District 61 portion of Saanich, two from Oak Bay 
and one from Esquimau. View Royal with 3,5(Xi 
residents had no seat allocated to It. Oak Bay had 
only 6,000 residents for etch of Its two 
representatives. Victoria had 16,000 residents for 
each of Its three. 

The other reason was that the electoie could 
he offered a wider range of candidates: the 
situation had sometimes been that one municipality 
had a single candidate for a school board seat when 
another had several competing and some bound to 
lose despite recognized merits. 


If it is agreed that Esquimau is no longer 
represented since no Esquimau resident was 
elected on December 12, then it must be accepted 
that Oak Bay is more over represented than ever. 
But, we suggest again, the fact is that the five 
successful contestants do not represent any part of 
tha Greater Victoria district; they represent the 
whole, and where they live It Immaterial. 

Under the new system, an Esquimau alderman 
has complained that “residents lose complete touch 
with their school board. This is especially true of a 
small municipality like Eaqulmalt. 

When ihe decision was taken last spring to 
make the district a single constituency for the elec¬ 
tion of trustees, and school board chairman Dr. 
Cart-on Jameson in opposition lamented the loss of 
trustees’ close ties with their individual communi¬ 
ties, it was notad that trustees might Just find they 
would gain additional close ties. 

In a way this is «n answer to the aldermen's 
complaint also The trustees are Esquimau's 
trustees as much a Oak Bay's or View Royal’s or 
anyone's. And they are as near by telephone or 
note as a fellow resident of the municipality.

In Britain the “open plan" 
replaces traditional class¬ 
rooms by shared teaching 
a rasa and work-spaces for 
practical activities and indi¬ 
vidual Study 

New York schools. ali>ng 
with those In many other 
large American cities, have 
been under flra by progres¬ 
sive United Sates educators 
for sums time In many 
metropolitan areas, where tha 
racial balance in schools la 
heavily Negro, the level of 
illiteracy has been steadily 
rising. For disadvantaged 
children particularly, Ameri¬ 
can city schools—with a f«w 
rare exceptions-have fre¬ 
quently failed to understand 
and fulfil the needs of their 
pupils. 


The most devastating in¬ 
dictment o f ihe nation's 
school system came recently 
in a lengthy study commis¬ 
sioned by the Carnegie Cor¬ 
poration from Charles F. 
Silverman, an author and 
• d u cator. Mr Silverman 
found that most American 
schools not only fail to 
educate tiicir children ade¬ 
quately, but they are grim, 
joyless, repressive and often 
operating In a manner which 
has barely changed since the 
beginning of the century. His 
study included a detailed 
section on the open classroom 
system, widely used in British 
primary schools, which he 
praised for its creativity, 
spontaneity and humanity. 

In contrast he found that 
moat American schools 
emphasize discipline and con¬ 
formity, judging the worth of 
a i esofter by his ability to 
keep order rather than his 
capability to bring out the 
best in a child.

New York Schools Look to Britain 


FSRAEL WILL RESUME negotiations with the 
1 Arab states in a quest for r Middle East peace 
formula, working through the United Nations' 
intermediary, Dr. Gunnar Jarring. 

Prime Minister Golda Meir announced the 
decision Monday on the heels of a punitive foray 
Into Lebanon where Arab terrorists suffered severe 
reprisals for a series of harassing raids across the 
border. 


This represents a complete reversal of Israeli 
policy. Last Sept. 6 Mrs. Meir's government quit 
the peace talks in protest against the Egyptian 
erection of rocket missiles along the Suez canal 
shore. The installations had been made, it was 
charged, after the application of terms of the cease 
fire. Both Israeli and United States intelligence 
imports agreed there had indeed been a breach of 
the agreement freezing all military construction or 
reinfoi-cement on the Suez line, and although Cairo 
denied it Washington was satisfied that the 
offending missiles, manned by Rugaian crews, had 
been identified. 


The United States was moved to reinforce the 
Israeli forces with highly sophisticated weapons 
considered powerful enough to neutralize the 
missile threat. 


This brought charges from Moscow and Cairo 
of an Israeli violation of the cease fire, but they 
were not pressed vigorously, which givea rise to the 
belief the original Israeli indictment was well 
founded.

Not Inflationary, Says OEC 


Canadian Wage Rates 
Years Behind Profits 


By CARL MOiJJNS, from Ottawa 

The Organization tor Economic Co¬ 
operation and Development says in a special 
report published Tuesday that wage rates in 
Canada lag behind advances In production 
and profits by about three years. 

The report suggests that strong accelera¬ 
tion of pay rates in 1970 constituted simply 
catelling up with past increase* in output and 
corporate profits Thus, says the report, 
resumption of business growth In Canada 
next year after a slack 1970 would not 
necessarily trigger infiahonaxy wage de¬ 
mands 

The OECD conclusion tends to run counter 
to warnings by federal authorities and other* 
that lack of pay restraint was a major cause 
of inflation 

The Paris-baaed OECD, which links the 
industrial countries of Western Europe to 
North America and Japan, makes the 
comment in its eighth Economic Outlook 
publication, which deals with prospects for 
1971 

In Canada, it says, “the business situation 
may have reached its weakest point around 
mid-year" of 1970.

The problem tieforc the authorities Is to 
gauge how much further scope there is for 
relaxation without jeopardizing the aim of 
gaining control over inflation " 

The reference is to recent relaxation of 
restraints on spending and credit by federal 
authorities. The OECD report was written 
before the Dec. I federal budget, which 
included plans tor additional government 
spending to generate productive activity 

Referring to the relation between wage 
increases and business activity, the report 
says official efforts to revive business 
activity by stimulating more demand for 
goods and services in 1971 would not 
necessarily generate bigger pay settlements 
than the significant advances ia 1970 

The year 1970 may have been a peak year 
for wage increases — settlements ran ahead 
by almost 10 per cent --.and “wage increases 
may slow down," even while unemployment 
fails after the early part of 1971. 


The OECD bases its projection about 
wages on a study of trends throughout the 
i960*. 

It says that the rate of wage increases in 
the early 1960s lingered behind the rate of 
real productive growth and advances in 
corporate profits by about three years

Wage settlements picked up in pace' after 
that until 19*6, then lagged behind other 
growth elements again until recently. 

The OECD says much of the recent 
discrepancy between high wage settlements 
on one hand and slow productive growth with 
increasing unemployment on the other may 
be explained by the three-year lag phenome¬ 
non 

The same kind of wage lag might be 
expected to prevent an early coat push in the 
case of an acceleration of real growth " 

The OF.CD foresees productive and 
business activity recovering by the second 
half of 197] to a growth rate reaching or 
sliehtly exceeding the capacity pace of 5‘4- 
per-cent growth annually. 

It forecasts that the exchange rate of the 
Canadian dollar Is likely to settle back to 
about 96 U.S. cents — fl had been around 99 
cents recently — but uncertainties about the 
rate make ^dictions on trade difficult. 

HuwevetTit expects Canada to maintain a 
comfortable surplus on tr ansa chons with the 
rest of the world, although some decline from 
the record 1970 surplus is expected.

What is television going to

dollars in advertising revenue 
that is about to go up, as they 
say, in smoke?

The Poinsettia 


In this series of articles on the 
after-care of Christmas gift potted 
plants, I propose to start by providing 
notes on the poinsettia, for this flower 
has become just as much a symbol of 
Christmas as the holly and the 
mistletoe. 

This plant grows wild in only one 
part of the world — in Central America, 
In that section where the southern tip of 
Mexico touches borders with Guatemala 
and British Honduras. 

In Us tropical homeland, the poinset¬ 
tia Is a rather weedy roadside shrub 
growing TO feet tall, and strangely 
enough, in those latitudes where night 
and day are of almost equal duration, 
the plant doesn't come Into bloom until 
March or early April. 

It was a Scottish nurseryman of 
Philadelphia, Robert Buist. who dis¬ 
covered that the poinsettia could be 
made to bloom In time for Christmas 
In his experiments, he found that the 
farther north they were grown, the 
earlier they would bloom, and in 
latitudes above Boston, where winter 
days are short and nights are long, the 
flamboyant "flowers" reach their peak 
of perfection during the Christmas 
season. 

AAA 

This lucky combination of Christ¬ 
mas colors — bright red apd dark green 
— with a Christmas-blooming habit of 
growth made die plant a natural for the 
florist trade, and Buist made himself a 
sizeable fortune supplying cuttings of 
the new plant to commercial green¬ 


house operators all over America and 
Europe. 

Recently, new varieties hive been 
bred, some in pink, some In cream or 
ivory; these are exquisite plants, but to 
my mind not as Christmassy as the red. 

Your gift poinsettia should do well in 
a sunny window and a daytime 
temperature around 70 degrees, with s 
drop of not more than 10 degrees during 
the night 

A common cause of leaf-dropping is 
too great a drop in temperature at 
night, so it is wise to move your plant 
back into the room and away from the 
window overnight to avoid this chilling 

This sensitivity to chilling shows up 
In the watering also, and ice cold water 
will sometimes cause the lower leaves 
to fall. Wait until the soil surface feels 
dry to the touch, then giv» enough 
lukewarm water to moisten the soil all 
the way through. Any waler draining 
into the saucer should be emptied 
before it is re-absorbed, 

AAA 

The leaves will probably start 
dropping off in any case around the end 
of January This is the plant's resting 
period, and when it happens, simply 
stop watering ahd put it away in a cool 
basement. 

Since the poinsettia. growing un¬ 
checked. would make a 10-foot shrub, it 
must be pruned drastically to restrain it 
to houseplant size Prune in April, 
cutting all stems back to three-inch 
stubs. 

Rub a little powdered charcoal into 


the cut surfaces to control bleeding, and 
treat the milky sap with some respect 
for it is acrid and irritating and can 
cause pain if it gets into the eyes or 
open wounds. 

The pruning* may be cut up Into six- 
inch slips and rooted in a mixture of 
vermicullte and damp peat moss to 
make more plants 

After pruning, knock the plant out of 
Its pot, shake off most but not all of the 
old soil, and repot into fresh sandy loam 
or purchased potting soil. 

Water moderately and bring Into 
room temperature When new shoots 
Rprout from the stubs of stems, thin 
these out to a total of three or four, 
otherwise your plant will be too bushy 
and congested.

In June, sink the pot up to its rim in 
the outdoor garden — morning sun only 

— and keep the plant watered and fed 
through the summer. 

The most critical part of the culture 

— and where most folks go wrong — is 
when the plant" is brought Indoors In the 
fall. During this period it Is most 
important Be give It 12 to 14 hours of 
unbroken darkness every night, starting 
around October 10. remember Robert 
Bulat's discovery that short days and 
long nights foster early blooming 

Give your plant plenty of sun by day. 
but kaep it in a room where the lights 
are not turned on even momentarily 
after the aun sets, for this would create 
an artificially long day and would delay 
blooming.

On Hie other hand, he said, 
thouid thfe board increase its 
budget up to the limit of die 
government's 110 per cent 
financing formula, the rata 
would be about 35.6. 

Provisional Budget 

last year's mill rate for 
education jRjrixwes in District 
71 was 32.57. 

Mills explained that the 
provisional budget for teacher 
salaries was calculated on the v 
basis of an 8.1 per cent pay 
raise, but the final figure 
turned out to be 8.36 per cent, 
plus additional fringe benefits, 
which will exceed die pro¬ 
visional budget figure by 
about $11,000 

'"Hie salary allowance lor 
tiie CUFE contract used in 
the provisional budget was 8 
per cent. If a settlement 
similar to that reached liy the 
four boards to the south is 
attained here, it will run just

OTTAW A (CP) — Testing of 
all imported fish has resulted 
in six lots of tinned tuna 
being barred from the retail 
market because of mercury 
contamination, health author¬ 
ities said Tuesday. 

All were imported, either 
frozen for canning here or 
from Japanese or Cuban 
canners. 

Conflicting n v w s reports 
from Ottawa indicated do¬ 
mestic tuna was also in¬ 
volved, but this could not be 
confirmed. 


A spokesman for the fed¬ 
eral fisheries department in¬ 
spection division in Vancouver 
elaborated on the official 
statement by explaining that 
although it m/gbt be possible 
some contaminated tuna 
could be on retail shelves 
now. it would not be a safety 
hazard 

“In the first place," he 
said, “the standards were set 
based on the assumption that 
a person would be eating a 
very large amount of tuna, as 
in Japan where fish and rice 
forms the diet of many 
people.

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“But even if it were the 
sole source of diet, it would 
still not be a hazard because 
products that will be pur¬ 
chasable from now on will not 
be contaminated so the 
mercury would nut be able to 
accumulate." 

He explained it would noi 
be possible to give brand 
names in the case of the 
Japanese tuna, at least, be¬ 
cause tiie cans are unlabelled 
and importers who would 
label them would be purchas¬ 
ing from several different 
factories throughout the coun¬ 
try 

He was unaware of any 
other sources of contaminated

CHICAGO (Reuter) — A sym¬ 
posium on crime, violence and social 
control achieved a violent touch 


Tuesday when a young heckler was 
stabbed in the arm by a woman with 
a knitting needle. 

The incident occurred during a 
three-hour panel discussion at the 
annual meeting of the American 
Association for the Advancement of 
Science being held in three large 
hotels in Chicago. 


Twelve persons entered the meet 
ing room during the discussion and 
began interrupting and jeering the 
participants. They attempted to 
make the point that crime is not an 
individual behavior problem but the 
results of “political repression, 
racism and imperialism.” 

A woman in the audience, later 
identified as the wife of a delegate, 
who had been knitting, became so 
upset that she jabbed a needle into 
the arm 6f a protester in the aisle.
